HIS LAW PRACTICE 


He Disposes of Rumors as to 


Presidential 
Aspirations 


Washington, Jan. 19.—Governor 


Hughes of New York, who is here to 
attend the meeting of the governors, 
was asked: 


"Does your declination to run for 


the governorship of New York a third 
time mean you will consider the Re-

1912?"

the best I know how, and believe I 
am entitled to a rest from official 
duties. The talk of my being a presi- 
dential possibility comes 'from my 
friends and not from me, as I have 
not given the matter any thought."

the officers that lie might make a 
statement after he had seen his moth- 
er. 


His mother bent over him', and 


while the officer stood off some dis- 
tance, the mother counselled her son 
to make a full and free confession. 
He seemed reluctant for a time to do 
so. Finally, .while his mother spoke 
to him in low tones, he blurted out: 
"Oh, I did It. I will tell." 


While nurses were caring for her 


Schermerhorn made a formal confes- 
sion, which was reduced to writing 
and signed by him. 


In this confessslon he pleaded in- 


toxication 
in 
extenuation 
of 
the 


crime.... He declared that he had no 
intention to kill Miss Brymer. 
He 


txild of taking the maids, Miss Alice 
Dutcher and Miss Mary Farrell, for a 
sleigh . ride the evening before . the 
murder. He drank considerable beer 
and whisky, and after leaving the 
girls at the big house he put the 
horses In the.barn and went to his own 
house and ch'anged his clothes. 


Some time after midnight, he con- 


tinued,, lie went to the mansion and 
made his way up stairs and out upon 
the porch, whera Miss Brymer and 
Polly Compton, 3 years old, were 
sleeping. He said he has no re- 
membrance, of choking Miss Brymer 
nnd only went-to her room to scare 
her.
